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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendments and Accompanying Remarks do not overcome the Ofosu reference. The 
proposed amendments to claims 1 and 7 stili contain the broad range of "a melt flow rate in grams/10 minutes at 230 degrees 
Centigrade greater than 200" which still falls within the range of "at least 50 grams/10 minutes" of Ofosu et al. (US 6,268,302). 
Although the highest example given by Ofosu does not exceed 110, the examples do not limit Ofosu's melt flow rate range. They are 
merely examples. Ofosu does not set a high end of the range of melt flow rates, so it is reasonable to say that that range of Ofosu 
and the range of the Applicant can overlap. Additionaiiy, there is nothing in the claim language that precludes the inlcusion of an 
additional layer with a Sow melt flow rate. 
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
